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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Mr. Chairman and Members of the School Board:— 


I hereby submit for four consideration my fourth 
annual report of the schools of Thornton. The schools 
have been maintained the thirty-six weeks as re- 
quired by law. 


The present teaching force is: West Thornton, 
Mrs. Glen Sturtevant, a graduate of Plymouth Nor- 
mal School and a teacher of considerable experience; 
Lyford, Lora Merrill, who has taught this school be- 
fore; Center Thornton, Mrs. Charlotte M. Conroy, who 
has taught this school for several years; Mad River, 
Mrs. I. F. Hazeltine, who is teaching her third year 
in the school. 


Standard tests have been in some subjects and 
the results obtained have aided in a better grading 
of the schools and have set a definite goal to be 


reached. They do away with guessing about accom- 
plishments. 


The attendance is below what it should be after 
cold and stormy weather arrives. It almost seems that 
another change in the schedule would be wise, that is, 
begin the school year considerably earlier than now 
and have a still longer vacation in the winter months 
when the weather is cold, traveling is bad and there is 
much sickness among the children. This is a thought 
for your. consideration. 


Last year there were 287 cases of tardinesses and 
only one pupil with a perfect record for the year— 
Fred Adams, West Thornton school. 


The medical examination, made by Dr. H. A. 
Cheney. revealed the following defects: Defective 
eyes—5; bad teeth—44; enlarged tonsils—11; ade- 
noids—3; enlarged glands—1; and not vaccinate i— 
25. Unless the parents make an effort to have the 
defects corrected, the value of the examination is 


lost. 
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The school census, taken during September, 
showed 62 boys and 58 girls in town between the ages 
of 5 and 16 years. On September 30th, 103 pupils 
were registered in the elementary schools, seven were 
attending elementary schools outside of the district 
and ten were in high schools. The record also showed 
13 children between 5 and 8, and 4 between 14 and 16 
not in school. One of the latter was excused by the 
Commissioner of Education, as he had not completed 
the work of the elementary schools while the other had 
completed the work. 


Five transportation routes are maintained as fol- 
lows: Ezra Downing to West Thornton; William Carr 
to Mad River; Lester Bradley to Woodstock ; Lawrence 
Shores to Center Thornton; and Lora Merrill trans- 
ports two boys to Lyfords. The weekly cost of trans- 
portation is $30.50. 


The school buildings at West Thornton and Cen- 
ter Thornton have been remodelled so that they are 
now in good condition. Another summer the Center 
and Mad River school buildings should Have a second 
coat of paint outside. The toilets atfothe Center 
school are unsatisfactory and should have’ new ones 
another summer. All of the stoves are now supplied 
with jackets. But, owing to the difficulty of getting 
a carpenter to do some cutting, the tin-smith. has not 
completed the work of installation. This willbe done 
as soon as weather and traveling are suitabl St 


The teachers recorded the following visits: by 
all members of the school board—20; by: the superin- 
tendent—83; and by citizens—95. 


The school board has held eight meetings with the 
superintendent to talk over school matters, besides 
these meetings many informal discussions of school 
problems were had with the superintendent by indi- 
vidual members.
